“Oswalt.” Unlike the other passengers, Oswald went to great 
lengths to avoid being photographed. Mrs. Church observed, 
“Whenever I got my camera out to take some pictures, he 
would head in the other direction. He told us he didn’t want his 
picture taken.” ‘ 

In the evening the four passengers ate at a common table, 
and Oswald sat diagonally across from Colonel Church. Os- 
wald usually ate quickly and silently. The one time Church ‘ 
tried to draw him into conversation, Oswald gave him a 
historic description of the Depression of the 1930s, which he 
seemed to see as another failure of capitalism. Again he dwelt 
on his impoverished family. After a few days at sea, Oswald \ 
began to spend most of his time in his cabin and even to miss i 
meals. Church assumed he was seasick. : { 

On October 8, the freighter finally pulled into the harbor at ; 
Le Havre, France, where Oswald and the other three passen- i 
gers disembarked. (The steward remembered Oswald for not : 
leaving the customary tip.) Neither the Churches nor Billy Joe 
Lord recall seeing Oswald on the boat train to Southampton,
